Policeman 
Wolter,

arrested 
Wolfe, had abou t the closest call to 
being killed that any one wou ld care 
to ex perience. 
Wolfe posed 
as 
a 
“bad man” and flashed a .38 calibre 
on the streets and in the Price saloon 
y esterd ay 
afternoon. 
Policeman 
W olter was notified and started ou t 
to locate him. Wolf had gone to the 
Big Fou r d epot and 
board ed 
the 
sou th bou nd train. 
He was intox i­ 
cated and the cond u ctor had ju st pu t 
him off when the policeman arriv ed . 
W olter stepped u p in front of Wolfe 
and as he d id so, Wolf d rew the re­ 
v olv er and pressed it against Wol- 
ier’s heart and pu lled on the trigger. 
The hammer went back ju st 
abou t 
half way when “Johnnie” swu ng his 
clu b against Wolfe’s head . 
The officer hit Wolfe twice before 
the d anger was 
ov er. 
Wolfe was 
pou nced 011 by Policeman Wolter and 
Jake Parrish, who was a witness to 
the “near” mu rd er. 
It is estimated 
that abou t 
one-eighth of a second 
more and W olter wou ld hav e 
been 
killed . Before starting for Wolfe, the 
policeman was warned that he had a 
rev olv er, bu t this d id n’t stop W olter 
and he got his man althou gh he had 
a v ery close call. 
Wolfe in company with

fou r friend s came here y esterd ay a f­

from 
Connersv ille.

stated they were d ru nk when they a r­ 
riv ed .

told

At the 
Price saloon Wolfe again wanted to 
“shoot u p the place” and d isplay ed 
the rev olv er. 
Wolfe told the b ar­ 
tend er that he was a “bad man” and 
was ad v ised to 
go ou t in the back 
y ard and “cool off.” 
He was finally persu ad ed to leav e 
the saloon and went to the Big Fou r 
station. After the “near” traged y at 
the station Wolfe was taken to jail 
and this morning was an altogether 
d ifferent man. 
He told the may or 
that the last he remembered was leav ­ 
ing the Price saloon. 
He d id not re­ 
member d rawing the rev olv er on Po­ 
liceman W olter and stated that he 
was sorry it had happened . 
Wolfe 
said he d id not know he had gone to 
the wrong d epot and in fact d id not 
know any of the ev ents that happen­ 
ed after he left the saloon. He gav e 
the rev olv er to Policeman Wolter. He 
was as meek as a lamb this morning 
and his apearance was fa r from be­ 
ing that of a ‘fflad man.”

Wire le s s a nd Dis a s te r. 
When the first wireless 
message 
was receiv ed from a ship 
on the 
ocean, the news was flashed across 
the continent as the greatest chiev e- 
ment of the century . 
The discov ery 
gav e promise to be a means of av oid­ 
ing the 
reputation of 
some of the 
great sea disasters of other y ears. 
Has it been ? 
Now to a case in point. When the 
S. O. S.— *‘Sav e our souls”—flashed 
to the continent, the whole Christian 
world was on the alert. 
As the de­ 
tails of the terrible disaster leaked 
through, the nations were shocked 
by the 
worst 
catastrophe 
of the 
ages. 
The good ship Oarpathia hurried to 
the scene, as did two , others. 
The 
Carpathia won. 
Siie now has aboard 
8 6 8 souls which were sav ed from the 
ill-fated 
Titanic. 
Of that 
8 6 8 , the 
names of only 332 are known. 
The suspense to the world, which is 
waiting patiently for 
news of the 
unfortunate passengers, 
is 
greater 
than were the shocking details of the 
wreck. The Carpathia has been with­ 
in distance of the nearest wireless 
station for two whole day s—forty - 
eight hours—and only the names of 
a minority of the surv iv ors hav e been 
put 
through by wireless. 
In 
the 
meantime the suspense grows greater. 
W hat’s the real reason? 
Why is 
it that no news of the disaster has 
been receiv ed from the Carpathia? 
News dispatches say the elements are 
unfav orable for wireless. 
But what 
if the wireless stations are equipped 
with men who are unable to cope with 
the situation in such an emergency ? 
If the wireless operators are not 
poorly -paid men—men who are not 
the best to he procured, history has 
not been repeated. 
The great rail­ 
roads of the United States employ the 
cheapest men they can find for oper­ 
ators. 
No competent man seeks the 
job. 
Too often operators who are 
unable to meet the demands of a par­ 
ticular try ing situation in railroading, 
throw some light on this condition. 


Doubtless the same thing is true 


of wireless operators. 
Cheap wages; 


cheap men. 
They are incapable of 


performing the work they should un­ 
der pie sure. 


Today ’s dispatches say many times 
when conditions were perfect, repeat­ 
ed efforts were made to get inform a­ 
tion out of the Carpathia operator. 
The Marconi officials gav e as one ex ­ 
planation that the operator on the 
Carpathia was ex hausted after the 
three day s ceaseless ordeal. Among 
the list of rescued on the Carpathia is 
the assistant operator of the Titanic, 
and he might be depended on for re­ 
lief. 
Why doesn’t he reliev e the regular 
operator? 
It is probably because 
the assistant is a “ham.” 
He is not 
fam iliar enough with the wireless to 
reliev e the operator. He is not fit to 
be a wireless operator. 
While congress is making a wide­ 
spread 
inquiry , 
it 
might 
in­ 
v estigate the kind of operators em­ 
ploy ed to do wireless work. 


Flowe rs v s . Shrubbe ry . 
During recent y ears there has been 
a fad for seeding 
down 
the old 
fashioned flower garden into green 
lawns, and substituting shrubbery on 
the boundaries of a home lot 
or 
nestling under the house. 
Lov ely banks of flowering shrubs 
are arranged in this manner, and to 
one looking at a 
homestead as a 
whole, this foliage giv es the garden 
a massiv e and heav y beauty that may 
he v ery impressiv e. 
Rightly arranged groups of shrub­ 
bery should giv e one 
continuous, 
bloom all the y ear, by rotation, and 
barberries or other 
colored berries 
will continue the touch of color all 
through the winter. 
Nev ertheless, shrubbery is at its 
best only at a distance. 
The v itality 
that is concerned chiefly in making 
the woody fibers of tree-like shrubs 
like sy ringa and forsithia, can nev er 
produce the ex quisitely delicate col­ 
orings of a tulip or a larkspur. 
A 
garden flower like a rose or a daffo­ 
dil 
represents 
nature 
in lier most 
ex uberant mood, and is as much su ­ 
perior to any thing* shrubbery can 
produce as the precious stone is bet­ 
ter than the handsomest wood work.

New York, Ap ril 18.—W hat p u rp orts 
to be wireless news received from the 
Carp athia, bu t which wras not trans­ 
m itted to the Marconi offices or by the 
cru isers to W ashington, is p rinted by 
the Telegram. 
This was the rep ort 
which, contradicting the official “all 
well,” says scores are inju red on the 
Carp athia and others nearly insane: 
“Su rvivors say that after the crash 
the officers of the Titanic refu sed to 
believe that the vessel cou ld sink and

“From the Carp athia the cru iser 
Chester learned that, the Titanic had 
been feeling her way for hou rs throu gh 
a dense ice field, and su rvivors said 
that the enormou s iceberg which sent 
her to the bottom was right in front of 
her before It w&s sighted. 
It was too 
late to reverse the engines and the 
Titanic stru ck the berg with trem en­ 
dou s force. Her bow was stove in and 
she rammed high onto the mass of ice 
and her bottom was rip p ed ou t as she 
slid back into the sea after the fearfu l 
imp act. 
“There are scores of inju red on 
board the Carp athia, and scores of 
other p ersons who are on the verge of 
insanity. 
Other scores are not yet 
aware they are widows or orp hans, 
and the scenes aboard the vessel car­ 
rying the hu ndreds of refu gees is in­ 
describable.”

General Nelson H. Henry, su r­ 
veyor of the p ort, will have forty in­ 
sp ectors at the p ier. 
Mayor Gaynor 
sent a letter to Police Commissioner 
Waldo requ esting him to make ade­ 
qu ate arrangem ents for handling the 
crowds. Tt is exp ected that there will 
be a great crowd at the Cu nard p ier 
when the Carp athia lands. Under the 
ru le made by Su rveyor Henry p asses 
have been issu ed only to near rela­ 
tives of the su rvivors.

New York, Ap ril 18.—There is still 
no definite rep ort as to the nu mber 
of su rvivors or as to the circu mstances 
of the most terrible of marine disas­ 
ters, even with the Cu narder Carp athia 
in easy reaching distance of this 
p ort/ Su ch wireless messages as fil­ 
tered throu gh stormy airs were con­ 
fu sing and contradictory and left the 
world as mu ch in su sp ense almost as 
it "was last Monday morning, when the 
Titanic’s cry for help swep t throu gh 
the air from the Grand Banks. 
The most gratifying news that came 
from the sea was received by the Cu n­ 
ard line here that all was well with 
the women and children and the few 
men who were p icked u p from small 
boats by the Carp athia hou rs after the 
Titanic fou ndered following its colli­ 
sion with an iceberg. 
Ap p arently the 
message was sent by Cap tain Kostron 
of the Carp athia, althou gh it was u n­ 
signed, and said briefly: 
“All wrell.” 


De ta ils Are W ithhe ld. 
Commander Decker of the Chester, 
getting in tou ch by wireless with the 
Cu narder, transm itted to W ashington 
this rep ort: 
“Carp athia states that 
list of first and second class p assen­ 
gers and crew sent to shore. Chester 
will relay list third class p assengers 
when convenient to Carp athia.” 
The Chester had been ordered to 
obtain from the Carp athia details of 
the wreck as well as a list of the su r­ 
vivors, bu t according to the news 
from W ashington, information as to 
the circu mstance of the collision were 
withheld. 
It was figu red that at her 
p robable sp eed, the Cu narder wou ld 
be here abou t 11 o'clock tonight, al­ 
thou gh the Cu nard line officials here 
were inclined to think that their ship 
cou ld hardly make her dock before 
Friday morning. 
The air was crowded with shadowy 
ru mors ou t of which little satisfaction 
cou ld be gleaned. 
There was a story 
that the Leyland liner Californian, du e 
in Boston today; had been cru ising 
abou t the scene of the disaster and 
had recovered a nu m ber of bodies. 
This rep ort was u nconfirmed by the 
agents of the line, who said that they 
had only fragm entary messages from 
the Californian and that these mes­ 
sages were not conclu sive in anything. 
It was not considered likely here, 
however that the Leyland steam ship 
had fou nd any of the drowned, since 
j the Virginian of the Allan line, which 
j p receded the Californian to the icy 
waste where the Titanic met her fate, 
i fou nd nothing bu t a sea strewn with 
wreckage and rep orted that no bodies 
had been seen. 
Ma y Be Othe r Surv iv ors . 
A faint hop e p ersisted that a fewr of 
the Titanic’s p eop le might have been 
p icked u p by fishing boats at work 
sou th of the Grand Banks, bu t the 
p robability of that is so slight as to 
j be almost negligible. 
There is no in- 
I formation anywhere that changes def- 
; initely the nu m ber of those rescu ed. 
There Is nothing p ositive to indicate 
that any more or less than abou t 700 
were p icked u p from the Titanic’s 
i boats, or as to whether this figu re in­ 
clu ded members of the. crew who 
manned the boats or exclu ded them. 
| In this distu rbing silence ru mors agi- 
j tated the city. 
One of these p laced 
the loss of life at 2,000, bu t there was 
nothing more than an u nverified dis­ 
p atch as au thority for the story. 
An­ 
other which was widely circu lated de- 
| scribed the collision of the Titanic 
j w'ith the iceberg, saying that the ship 
: at ten knots sp eed stru ck so hard that 
her framework bu ckled and that water 
j p ou red into all the comp artments ex­ 
cep t those in the midsection, 
it was 
a story of p anic and terrible scenes 
following instantly on the crash, bu t 
the W hite Star line officials said they 
l had received no su ch rep ort and gave 
| it no credence. 
i 
Lacking the news that was so earn- 
( estly sou ght, the civilized world tu rned 
to the consideration of measu res of 
relief of those su rvivors who will re­ 
qu ire assistance. 
Mayor Gaynor re­ 
ceived a cablegram from the lord may­ 
or of London which read: 
“Op ening 
fu nd relief su fferers Titanic disaster. 
Will warmly welcome you r symp athy.” 
The mayor rep lied: 
“Relief fu nd 
Titanic su fferers has ou r hearty sym­ 
p athy. Will op en one here.” 
Many well-known women are co-op ­ 
erating to raise a fu nd for the relief 
of the su rvivors. Nu merou s messages 
of condolence have been received by 
the W hite Star line, among them an 
exp ression of symp athy from the em­ 
p eror of Germany.

neither g am bling paraphernalia nor 
cards in the room or on the persons 
of the men.

Any p erson owing any sum secured 
by mortg ag e up on real estate, may 
have the amount of such mortg ag e 
indebtedness, not ex ceeding $7 00, de­ 
ducted from his assessed valuation 
for that y ear, and if such deduction 
has been made the remainded shall 
be the basis for the assessment. P ro­ 
vided, th at the deduction shall not 
be more than one-half the total a s­ 
sessed valuation. 
For ex amp le, if 
y ou owe $7 00 or more on real estate 
which debt is secured by mortg ag e, in 
order to g et the full $7 00 deduction 
in y our net assessment, the valua­ 
tion must be $1400 or more. 
If the 
assessed valuation is but $7 00, y ou 
g et a reduction of ‘ex emp tion 
of 
$350 and so on. 
Ex emp tions 
must 
be filed each y ear and 
during the 
months of March or Ap ril. 
If y ou 
don’t file before May 1, y ou will have 
to p ay tax es on the whole amount.
